This supplemental action is in response to the preliminary amendment filed on 
8/28/2006. 

Drawings 

The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing 
under 37 CFR 1.81(c).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112; 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 32 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The load supporting means being releasably 
connected to the lower end of the fourth post section is not stated in the specification, 
from the drawings it appears that base unit 18 is releasably secured to the lower end of 
the fourth post, however it is unclear as to whether base unit 18 is the load supporting 
means. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 27, 29-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Holway(US6293676). Referring to figure 1 , Holway teaches a camera support with a 
mounting frame(2), rotatable about the central axis of the support(C4 L15-16), a first 
elongate post section(4) a second elongate post section(3) attached at one end to the 
mounting frame, further adapted to telescopically engage the first post section, a third 
post section(9) telescopically engaged with the first post section, and a fourth elongate 
post section(10) telescopically engaged with the third post, with load support means 
(13) that is releasably secured by a clamp(10a) and a gimbals unit located between the 
ends of the first post section, with a sleeve that is movable lengthwise along the first 
post lockable at a position between the ends of the first post, further with a pivotally 
mounted support handle(5). 
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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. ; 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 ILS. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claim 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Holway(US6293676). As stated above Holway teaches a support for a camera 

comprising four telescopically engaged post sections, in this embodiment Holway 

however does not teach that the third post is of a diameter smaller then the first and 

second posts to allow the third post to enter the second post when both are 

telescopically engaged with the first post. Holway does however teach an alternative 

embodiment with three posts, with the third post sized to telescopically engage the 

second post when both are engaged with the first post. Holway states that this is to 

allow "maximum possible total expansion" (C7 L54-57). It would have been obvious to 

one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to place the fourth post of the first 

embodiment onto the lower end of the post assembly of the second embodiment, to 
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create a post assembly with four post sections as in the first embodiment, with the third 
post section being able to telescopically engage with the second post when both are 
retracted into the first post, as in the second embodiment, in order to create a post 
assembly with a greater maximum possible total expansion.
